We think we 
are not inclined to superstition, but we must re 
vard this coracidence as pi ovidential, giving to 
this letter the awful interest of a voice from the 
‘omb; or, rather, a voice from God. Let aot 
the length ofthe article prevent a careful peru- 
val; let nothing prevent its deep impression on 
our hearts, and iis inteuded iufluence on our 
future eokduct.

ff’ My. Dear Cristian Fatenn,—Your love 
your Redeemer, your compassion fora lost wor! 
and your bowels of mercy for your dying, per- 
i-hing fellow mea, often move you to eall out, 

Watclimeno. what of the night?’ A dark, a 
long, a gloomy, a woeful night has settled upon 
our guilty race. It invelops all. Its issues are 
too expauded, too tremendous to be compre- 
hended by finive iatellect. But glory be to God 
inthe highest and forever, that the darkness, of 
man’s fai! was rapidly succeeded by the light of 
his recovery. From the hour the first beams of 
that light ravealed to man the redeeming love of 
God, in the garden of Eden, how has every suc 
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ceeding ray that bas fallen upon this dark earth, 
cheered the heart of Christian beoevolence, 
while every intervening cloud, obscuring the 
rospects of love and mercy among men, has 
ried, and grieved the people of God. % 

To the far distant heralda of Zion our hearts 
often seem to call **Waichmen, what of the 
night??? Sometimesthe reply is, ‘Zion travail 
eth and bringing forth children, the Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof we are glad, 
The word has been preached, prayer lias been 
made, the Spirit has been given, sinners have 
heen cotverted.”> We hear the glad tidings.— 
Our hearts leap for joy. We thank God, and 
take courage. 

We turn again, and in other directions ask, 
“Watchmen, what of the night?”? Their mourn 
ing hearts heave the heavy sigh; and the bitter 
lamentation breaks upon ourear; *'The night is 
prolonged; the blackness of darknews still ga- 
thers upon it. The people see no light. They 
continue sitting in the region and shadow of 
death. They stumble upon the dark mountains, 
Their feet go down to death, their steps take 
hold on hell. The Sun of righteousness does 
not arise to shed his vivifying light upou them. 
The Lord delayeth his coming to save them.— 
The beautiful feet of those upoo the mountains 
who bring good tidings, who publish salvation, 
do not come here.”? Heavy tidings. Who will 
pot mourn? And is such the mournful condition 
of three fourths of ourrace? Ahi it is; it is. And 
do the blood redeemed followers of Jesus, who 
received his farewell charge, ‘‘Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every creature,” 
know that such is the mouraful condition of three- 
fourthe of their kindred race? Ah, this they 
koow full well!—Thiok of this, and weep, O 
my soul, and be in bitterness. Oh that my head 
were waters and mine eyesa fountain e/ tears, 
that | might weep day and night for my belov4 
ed fellow creatures, thus leftto grepe in dark- 
ness, and perish « nbout hope; and for the chur- 
ches too, who look on and behold this tremea- 
dous ruio of immortal souls, sweeping over a 
long succession of generations, and yet make 
oo more effort to stay ,its awful progress! 

Beloved in the Lord, do you from Zion’s most 
tavoured mount, tura a pilying, waiting, long- 
ing eye to this dark hemisphere, and ask, 
**Watchmen what of the night?” ‘I am permit. 
ted to stand in the place of a watchman; but it is 
on a slender, incipient out work, very far dis- 
tant from the walls of Jerusalem. 0 that I may 
always be found vigileot avd faithful at my post 
and ready to give a true report. 

I will send you tidings. In some respectsthey 
are joyous; bat in others they are grievous, ! 
see much around me that is joyous. If I turn 

ack oo iurther thao to the period of my own ar- 
ival on this spot and survey but what seems to 
¢ our own neighbourhood, much that is cheer- 
og greets the eye. Then from Cape Comorm 
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through the whole range of sea coast by Cochin, 
Goa, Bombay, Surat, Cambay, Bustora, Mocha, 
and by Mosambique, including Madag sar, 
Mauritius, and other islands, to the Cape of Good 
Hope, there was not one Protestant Missorary; 
if we excépt a native missanary who was, fur a 
short time partially established at Surat. 

But about three moaths ago, delegates fror 
five missions met ia the Bombay Missioa Chapel, 
aod formed a Missionary “Union to promete 
Chistian fellowship, and to consuiton the best 
means of advancing the kingdom of Christ io 
this country.’’ 

The individual missionary who constituted 
one of these missions, has gone to England, not 
to returg, and therefore, for the present, that 
mission is extinct. To the other four belong 
nine missionaries, and two European assistant 
missionaries, These missions have two com. 
mon priuting establishments, and one lithogra- 
pic press, consecrated to Christ as so maoy 
powerful eagines for scattering abroad the light 
of life. These four missions have io operation 
about sixty schools, io which are more than 3,000 
children reading, or daily learning to read, the 
word of God, and receiving catechetical¥in- 
struction. The missionsres, some or all of them, 
are avery day preaching Christ and him crucified, 
to theheathen, ‘The Scriptures and tracts are 
making their way to immortal minds in every di 
rection, Prayer is made, and the promises of 
Jehovab are laid hold on; while the means (nis 
sionaries excepted) of doing a thousand times 
more io similar waye forthe cause of Zion here, 
are ready at hand. These are good things; and 
we rejocie inthem. You too will rejoice in 
hem, and let us all praise the Lord for them. 

But there is something in the weakness of our 
nature, or in the deep subtlety of our adversary 
whieh, even while we coutemplate such good 
things, and are praising God for them, is exceed- 
ingly liable to practice a mortal misehief upow 
us, by so alluring and eagrossing the mind-with 
ibe little thatis done or doing, as to render it 
seemingly blind to the almost act that etill re- 
mains to be dove. ber aa 9 usto the griev- 
ous part of the subject ~~ 
At is grievous to hehold such an extent of country 
and so teeming with immortal souls bui yet so desti- | 
tule of the messengers of life. 

From Bombay we look down the coast for 
seventy miles, and we see two missionaries; and 
fourteea miles further on we see two more.— 
Lookiag ia a more easterly direction, at the dis 
tance of about three hundred wiles, we see one 
missionary, chiefly occupied, however, as a 
chaplain among Europeans. [na aveastern di- 
rection, the nearest missionary is about one 
thousand miles from us. Looking a little to the 
north of east, at the distance of 1,300 miles, we 
see ten or twelve missionaries ia little more than 
as many miles in lepgth on the banks of the Gan 
ges. Turning thence northward, at nearly the 
same distance fromus, we see three, four, on 
five more separated from each other by almost 
as many hundred intervening miles. And look- 
ing onward beyond these distant posts,in a north. 
east direction, through the Chinese empire and 
Tartary, to Kawechatka, aud thence down the 
north-western coast of America, to the riger Co- 
jumbia, and thence across the mountains Yo the 
Missouri, the first missionaries we see in that di- 
rection, are brethren Vail and Chapinan among 
the Osagea. 

Again we look north, aad at a distanee of ove 
hundred and eigiity miles wa see two missiona- 
ries; but from thence (with two or three doubt- 
fulexceptions) through allthe north of Asia, to 
the pole nota aingle missionary 13 to be sees5.— 
Ina worth-westerohiirection, itis doubtful whe- 
ther there is now one missionary between us aot 
St. Petersburgh, Weaterly, the nearest is 4 
Jerusalem, or Beyroot. South-west, tbe near- 
est is at Sierra Leouc, and more to the south, 
the nearest may be amoug the Hottevtus, or on 
Madagascar. 

Can you count the millions and millions com- 
prived io thisrange?

But I ask again, must these eminent facitities 
for your diffusing among these millions the know- 
ledge of salvation, still remain neglected at'such a 
tearful rate? Ifour Board cannot send us help, is 
there no other Society in America that will send us 
help? Or must wein futare turn’our hopes to 
England only’ Before Missionaries can leave Ame- 
rica—come here, and acquire the language so as 
to be well able to prepare Christian books, and to 
preach, nearly three years must elapse. But 
should God send death among us for tf@nex: 
fifteen months, as he has in the past fifteen, the 
Board would not, at the expiration of those manths 
have a single missionary 0a the ground. In such 
a case, muSt the chapel and printing office be shut 
up, More than thirty schogis dissolved, and our 
other operations terminated? Or into whose hands 
shall all this property and establishment be trans- 
ferred? Do not these peculiar circums' ances call 
for. peculiar efforts? 

{, will endeavour, as God shall enable me, so to 
labour here on the spot, that the blood of these 
souls shail not be found in my skirts; and while I 
canoot but witness a generation of 12,000,000 of 
unevangelizéd souls in succession to the hundreds 
of generations gone down before them, drappiog 

‘ite eternity, leaving proepenyp but little bette: 
for the next generation! will endeavour a3 a watch- 
man at my post, faithfully to report what i see. 

Wo ie unto me if | proclaim not the wants of this 

peopie—and the eminent facilities made ready fur 

the supply of those wants. This I would wish to 

dv so plainly aud so fully that if the guilt of ne- 

giecting their salvation must lodge any where, I 

may be able to shake it from my garments; so 

that I may stand acquitted before my judge, both 
as to my personal labours among them, and as to 
my pleadiag with you on their behalf. 

The remarks | have now made, are in a great 
measure applicable to other parts ol India. And 
there is yet another very grievous view to be ta- 
ken, which I can but barely mention. In little 
more thana year past, death, sickaess and other 
causes have, so far as Ll can learn, laid aside 19 
missionaries in India; while but six or eight have, 
in the same time come to India; and so far as | 
know from .missionary appearances, (not from 
God’s promises) there isa prospect of further di- 

’ minution rather than augmentation. In view of 
these things what will the English and American 
churches do? Is it not time for every missionary 
in India, to cry aloud and spare not?) Would you 
have your missiongries leave their work, and come 
home, to filead in fierson before you the cause of 
the heathen? Do not tempius todo so. Some

ney and propriety that would put to shame a great m+- 
jority ofthe common Brambuos. Aad the fact is peculiarly 
gratifying that, instead of baving imbibed any prejudice 
agsinet us, or our books, from the Christian instruction giv- 
en in our schools, these vere youth, and their relatives 
wherever we meet with them in the country, are of all 
otiters the most forward to receive and read, aid beg, the 
christian Scriptures and Tracts. In not afew instances, 
Fathers earnestly solicit them for their little sons. 

‘During the year about 756 children have committed to 
memory the Ten Commandments, and 476 a Catechisia of 
sixteen *mall pages. A much greater number have commit- 
ted to memory parte of the same. 

“We continue to have numerous and urgent applications 
for additional schools; but shall be obliged to decline them, 
until we sre furnished with larger funds, and more fellow-

The Society for firomoting Biblical Knowiedge, 
Vermont, held its annual meeting, Sept. 13. The 
Secretary was absent, and the Annual Report waa 
not rendered. Rev. Professor Hough, President, 
in the chair. Rev. T. 4. Merrill, Rev. H, Hunter, 
and Rev. R. Smith, addressed the meeting. The

PITTSBURGH RECORDER. 
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SYNOD OF PITTSBURGH. 

The Synod of Pittsburgh met on the 17th inst. 
in the First Presbyterian Church ofthis city, and 
continued their sessions until the evening of the 
20th. ‘The members generally attended, and a 
comfortable degree of harmony and brotherly affec- 
tion prevailed. Much important business was 
transacted; some knowledge of which will be com- 
municated to our readers in extracts from the mi- 
nutes which will shortly appear in our columns. 
At present, we shall only notice particularly the 
state of religion within the bounds ofthis Synod. 
Only three of the Presbyieries presented reports 
on this subject; and we leara that nothing remark 
able*has occurred, during the last year, witbin the 
limits of those which have not reported. The S¥ 
nod prepared no + condensed narrative of the state 
of religion; but put into the hands of the Editor of 
this paper the written reports which were present 
ed, that he might Make such extracts from them 
as he should think proper. 


ae Presbytery of Redstone reported, That the 
state of religion in their bounds is not as prosperous 
as in former years. Inno instance, has there ap- 
peared any special engagedness in any of their con- 
gregations, and avery general coldness has pre- 
vailed among professo™ of religion.—Meetings 
for prayer have not been sonumerous or encoura- 
ging asin former years.—The monthly concert is 
thinly attended; and,in some of their congregations, 
is entirely neglected. 
be gaining ground,and Sabbath breaking, partica- 
larly onthe great roads, alarmingly prevails. 
While this state of things affords occasion for 
heart-felt grief, the Presbytery, on the other hand 
are not without evidence of the continued pre- 
sence of the great Head of the church.—The at 
terlance on the stated ordinances, as formerly, has 
been respectable. The additions to the church 
hd¥e been nearly as large as usual. Bible Classes 
and Sunday Schools appear, in some instances, to 
he attended with a blessing to the youth and chil- 
dren. Sectarianism and heresy are evidently on 
the decline; and a pleasigg degree of harmony pre- 
resbytery, in relation to the doctrines 
ofthe Sacred Scriptures, as expressed in the Stan- 
dards of our church. 
Orn. Presbytery of Erie reported that in most of 
the congregations under their care, during the last 
year, there has been, evidently, an increased atten- 
dance on public worship. Much larger numbers, 
than formerly, now manifest a desire to hear the 
Gospel; though in a few of their congregations, 
the number who attend at the house of God on 
the Sabbath appears to remain stationary. 
No very special attention to religion has beer 
discovered in any of their churches, except in those 
of Gravel Run and Springfield. To the former of 
these 27 persons have been added, and to the lat- 
ter 17, as the fruits of what they believe was a 
special out-pouring of the Spirit of God. The se- 
riousness in these congregations commenced in 
the early part of last winter, and continued till 
spring, under the labours of the Rev. Mr Cham- 
berlain, a Missionary under the direction of the 
General Assembly. Although in some of the rest 
of their churches, there have been some interest- 
ing cases of awakening; yet nothing has occurred 
that can be properly denominated a reyival of reli- 
giom 
In a number of their congregations, the month- 
ly concert for prayer, and other social religious 
meetings, have been better attended than former- 
ly. 
Many of their Sabbath Schools are flourishing; 
but others rather declining. There is one school, 
connected with the Mercer County Sabbath school 
Union, composed of coloured people, both abults 
and children, which deserves particular notice. 
This school is well managed, and principally, too, 
by theinselyes, The scholars have generally made 
unusual progress in acquiring knowledge; and 
some of them manifest a considerable degree of 
seriousness, 

In some of the congregations of this Presbyte- 
ry there are benevolent societies, a number of 
which during the past year, have made considera- 
dle contributions for the support of the Mission at 
Maumee. The Presbytery notice, with peculiar 
sattgf:otion,the manner in which the Fourth of Ju, 
ly isobserved within their bounds. In some pla- 
ces, indeed, celebrated still as it was in former 
vears; but in many congregations, there is evident 
ly a disposition to observe the day ina religious 
manner, according to the recommendations of the 
General Assembly. And where the day is not 
thus observed,there are less intemperance,profane- 
ness, and quarrellings, than formerly attended the 
celebration of our national Independence. It is 
also an encouraging fact, that the people in vacant 
congregations and ia other destitute places, man- 
ifest an earnest desire to enjoy the Gospel and 
the stated means of grace. 

Having mentioned these grounds of encourage- 
ment, the Presbytery notice some causes of deep 
regret; particularly the circulation of dangerous 
errors by heretical teachers, and the prevalence of 
the most demoralizing practices, such as intem- 
verance, profaneness, and the violation of the Sab- 
vath by visiting, excursions for pleasure, convey: 
ance in steam boats and stages, transportation and 
opening of the mails. Men of grey hairs, espe-

cially in one principal town, are heard blasphem- 


ing the sacred name of Jehovah; and even children 
are found setting their little mouths against the 
heavens. Intemperance, destroying soul end bo- 
dy, abounds to an alarming extent; and, for its 
suppression, the most vigorous efforts ure deemed 
requisite. ~ 

he Presbytery of Steubenville reported, that 
they find but littlé to relate of a very encouraging 
nature. The attention and respect paid to the or- 
dinary means of grace still contioue as formerly. 
The public meetings are very regular, and, with 
but few exceptions, well attended, on the Lord’s 
day. “The doctrines of the Gospel (continues the 
report) that constitute our glory and defence, are 
not without effect in most of our congregations, 
God having put the seal of his approbation on thein 
in making them effeciual to the conversion of ma- 
ny. Through the divige blessing on evangelical 
truth faithfully delivered, numbers have lately been 
added to the church of such as, we hope, shell be 
saved, and-our meetings, in some instances, are 
rendered solemn and effecting.” 

Of professors of religion some continue stead- 
fast and attentive, and iu some measure adorn the 
doctrine of God the Saviour~a few appear to be 
zealously engaged in religion, and the cause of the 
Redeemer—and too many, it is feared, have sunk 
into deplorable lukewarmness and indifference 
about the kingdom of Christ. 

The Presbytery state thet praying societies ate 
continued in the greater pariof their congregations: 
and in some the monthly concert is still observed, 

ut itis ground of regret, that, for the most prt, 
these societies are thinly attended. There are Sab- 
bath Schools in some towns and villages, in which 
some persons of late take a lively interest. 

Vacant congregations have geverally been sup- 
plicd during the last year. Every exertion has been 
used by the Presbytery to ascertain their real state, 
and meets their several calis. These infant soci- 
eties are in daoger of suffering much from the ef- 
forts of Bible Christians (falsely so called) & other 
errorists, who have acquired uncommon boldness. 
Not content with the more retired, and dark pla- 
ces of the State, they have made inroads into the 
enlightened parts of society, x seem to bear down, 
in their latitudinarian zeal, all that is.truly vener- 

This, toge 
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able and discriminating in religi 
Intemperance appears tofther with a spirit of controv ately stirred p 


by certain party men among us, on the old debat- 
ed subject of Psalmody, has unsettled the minds of 
some, and diverted the attention of others from 
the great concerns of religion. 

Some new societies have been recently orgauiz- 
ed by the Presbytery, which have taken the name 
of churches, while some have declined, and one so 
far as to be at last dissolved.—The cause of mis- 
sions, in what respects pecuniary aid, is far on the 
decline. 

On the whole, (the Presbytery say, in conclu- 
sion) although iniquity abounds, ard the love of 
many is waxing cold, still there is, and will be a 
remnant, according to the election of grace, who 
will cleave to the truth in the worst of times, and 
whose path, like the shining light, will continue 
to shine more and more until the perfect day,

PW’ The attention of the citizens of Pittsburgh | 
the vicimity, who feel inclined to aid in the bene- 
volent enterprises of the day, is respectfully invit- 
ed to a subject of much importance.

Ty, 
principles on which the American Tract Societ 
proceeds in issuing her publications, prevent 
from being sectarian in their character. H, 
Christians of all denominations bave united jg 
other places, aad they unite here in the Circulation 
of her tracts.

Thie aged friend conversed freely with ber on 
the subject-of her eternal welfare, and gave her 
such edvice av hethonght most consistent with 
the oracles of truth. A few days afterward, he 
heard that she had found joy and peace in believ- 
ing.

AGRICULTURAL AXIOMS. 

In no department is Bacon‘s celebrated maxim 
more true, (“Knowledge is Power,’’) than in re- 
gard to agriculture; hence no farmer can be ac- 
counted Skillfi'l in his profession, who does not a- 
vail himself of the information to be derived from 
the experience of others, ard who does not im 
prove his knowledge of husbandry by the perusal 
of the ablest works which have been written on 
that subject. It is absurd to imagine that the 
communtcation of knowledge by priniing, which 
has promoted the advancement of ey ery other art, 
should be of no use in agric!ture, 

Endeavor to raise good grain, for it will always 
sell, even in years of plenty; whereas it is onl» in 
dear and scarce seasons that there is a demand 
fr grain of an inferior quality. 

‘Lat-your stock of cattle, horses, kc. be of the 
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best sorts, and more remarkable for real utility 


than for beauty or fashion. 

Be not above your profession, and always con- 
sider it as the fisst that any man can follow. 
Admitno guest into your house, whocan not 
live upon the productions of his own country. 
No farmer ovght to undertake to cultivate more 
Jand than he can sto ck auc manage to advantage. 
It is better to till 20 a cres well than 100 in a slo- 
venlymanner. 

A man‘s owning a large farm is no excuse for 
imperfect tillage. What he cannot improve, he 
peed not undertake to cultivate. Most of our land 
in New England, if left to the operations of nature 
will secon be profitable with no other Jabor thap 
what is neeessary to keep them clear of bushes. 
But to run over 20 acres of plough-land or mow- 
ing-land for what with good cultivation may be 
obtained from five acres is the quintessence of bad 
husbanday. 

A large farm without skill, capital and incustry, 
isa plague to itsowner. It is like what somebody 
said of seif-righteousness, the more you have of it 
the worse you are off, 

Be not afraid of trying experiments. but let them 
be on a small scale at first, and few at a time. 


The Cow.—-Culley‘s marks of a good cow are 
these—wide horns, a thin head and neck, newlap 
large, full breast, broad back, large deep belly; the 
udder capacious, but not too fleshy; the milk veins 
prominent, and the bag tendiug far behind, teats 
long and large, buttocks broad and fieshy, tail 
long and pliable, legs proportionable to the car- 
case, and the jonis short. To these outward 
marks may be added,a gentle disposition,a tem- 
per free from any vicious tricks, and perfecdy 
manageable on every occasion. The objects to be 
kept in view in breeding cattle, are, a form eithe 
well adapted to fatten, weil adapted for produc- 
ing milk, or for labor. 

A disposition to fatten, and a tendency to yield a 
jarge quantity of milk, cannotbe united. The 
form of the animal most remarkable for the first, 
is very different from that of the other. In place 
of being fat in the sides, and big in the belly,as 
all great milkers are, it is high sided, and ight 
bellied; in a word, the body of the animal well a- 


the milker is wider downwards. 

Woollen3——A meeting of the Manufactu- 
rers of Woollenshas recently been held at Boston. 
Che Courier states that the subject which occu 
pied the attention of the meeting was the present 
depressed condition of the woollen manufactures 
of the country. The causes that have operated 
to produce the extraordinary depression that pre- 
vaile among this class of manufacturers, were stat- 
ed and explained by several gentlemen who ad- 
dressed the meeting: and a proposition to apply 
to Congress for an increase of duties on foreign 
woollens Was supported, as the only means that 
afforded a prospect of relief calculated to place 
this branch of industry on a sure sod permanent 
foundation, It was voted unanimously, gs the 
sense of the meeting, that the best iaterests of the 
community require, and that it would be sound po- 
licyin the Government to afford additional pro- 
tection to the woollen manufactures of the coun- 
try. It was also voted that it is expedient to ap 

.ply to Congress at their next session, for an in- 
crease of duties on foreign woollens, or for a re- 
duction of duty on foreign wool.”

Now the whole secret of which these 
itinerapts are in possession of, has been commu- 
nicated to us, by a person who has been duly qua- 
lified by them to practise the art; and which we 
hereby make public for the double purpose of 
putting down a species of ‘quackery,and if there is 
any efficacy inthe recipe, of enabling stama 8 
to cure themselves, And we are inclined to tfink, 
that in many cases, relief may be obtained by ob- 
serving the following directions, viz: 

1, Commence speaking whilst respiring or in 
other words when the breath is going out, and 
speak slowly. (The stammerer always attempts 
to speak, whilst drawing in the breath, but seldom 
succeeds in vttering a word or sentance, until he 
has taken a full inspiration, and begins to respire, 
when he speaks fluently until he begins again to 
draw in his breath.) 

2. Place the tongue flat on the bottom of the 
mouth, before attempting to speak. (The stam- 
merer’s tongue always cleaves to the roof and is 
there kept by striving to speak whilst inspiring. 
3. Begin by speaking short sentences, and easy 
words. (The Lord’s prayeris a good exercise, as 
it commences with a word which places the tongue 
ipa good position.) 

4. Speak sentences with easy words, In the 
recipe before us, direction is given, that the pa- 
tient, w bilst speaking, should “place his hands on 
the pit of the stomach, and press it hard. ”’This, 
yur informant says, is useless. / 

By strickly observing the above general rules, 
we believe that many stammerers may intirely free 
themselyes from any impediment in speaking. 
We know of some who have been cured by this 
process, and hope others will give it a fair trial. 
We are not able to say whether this is Mrs.Lrigh’s 
system. It is probably a part of it; and we know 
tas the whole secret of those who have professed 
that art and effected some cures in this vicinity. 
We ask nothing for the recipe.—. A. Spectator.
